Toronto the Good, or at least one neigh- 
borhood of that pious community, has 
achieved distinction for an act of racial 
bigotry that disgraces the entire country. 

Early last week a small suburban hard- 
ware store in Toronto engaged a clerk, a 


young Jewish veteran who had been overseas 
for three years with the Canadian armed 
forces and had seen active service in Europe. 
On Friday the proprietor of this store was 
forced, very reluctantly, to dismiss this vet- 
eran because his customers boycotted the 
place on the ground that ‘‘no Jew was going 
to wait on them” 

This incident is disgraceful because it in- 
flicts unnecessary hardship and humiliation 
upon a young man who was said by his em- 
ployer to be competent and diligent. It is dis- 
graceful in an even more sinister degree be- 
cause it reveals a state of mind in Canada: Ss 
second city comparable to that of Nazi Ger- 
many. ° 

Now no one is compelled to like anybody. 
There is no law requiring any Canadian citi- 
zen to take into his home or into his friend- 
ship any person of any nationality or re- 
ligion. But there is a law of decency and hu- 
manity which forbids anyone of good will to 
wantonly injure or insult or affront any per- 
son because of his race or creed. 

It should be remémbered, too, that the 
Jewish people of Canada made an excellent 
showing in the war effort. Out of a total 
population of 168,367, no fewer than 10,116 
Canadian Jews served in the army, 5.870 in 
the air force and 573 in the navy. That is to 
say, ten percent of the Jewish population of
